HAD ACTUALLY DEPARTED. SAHAFA REPORTS EONMIN 
MANSOUR KHALID SAYING IN PARIS THAT SOVIET EMBASSY 
HERE SHOULD BE REDUCED TO HALF ITS PRESENT SIZE, 

WHICH SUGGESTS THA FURTHER SOVIET EXPULSUION MAY BE

ADVISORS PRESENT IN COUNTRY AT SAME TIME. THESE 
OBSERVERS ARE SKEPTICAL THAT WESTERN MILITARY

ARRIVING SOON AND THEY THEREFORE PREDICT THAT BEFORE
